The price of onal 
has gone up considerably,—aud aa we like 
to keep up good firea on the cold winter 
nights to make the rooms more cheerful 
and inviting forour members the outlay for 
coal has consequantly increaséd. . The dif- 
ference in the items-for winos, spirits, 
aorated waters and cigars is oxplaincd by 


the two facta that we have, in accordance 
with the suggestion of onr lata Secretary, 
teduoed the tariff and that we pay more 
for our supplies, the result of tho-low dol- 
lar. Daring the year we have spent 
$463.14 on books. ‘This “does not , com- 
prise the value of alt our books. « There 


was a odfisiderable number of donations 
from membozs of tho Instituto, which does 
not appear in this valuation, A genvleman 
at home who takes a. hearty interost in the 
Institution got the books for us—many. of 
them secoud-band books, practically new, 
at a considerable reduction in cost
